The British Education Ministry’s campaign 
for brighter-colored blackboards, in the interest 
of brighter results, will no doubt redound to 
the profit of the British schoolchild who is 
merely looking at them from afar. Yellowboards, 
greenboards, blueboards and maroonboards, 
which are roughly what the Education Ministry 
hag in mind, can then undoubtedly go far to 
banish the “dark, depressing, uncomfortable and 
gloomy atmosphere” associated with black- 
boards. | 

What the Ministry, for all its commendable 
kindness toward the growing mind, seems to 
overlook, is that the blackboard (or yellowboard, 
or etc.) is not, to the pupil, primarily a splash of 
color on the schoolroom wall. It is a space to 
be filled with knowledge acquired in the course 
of study. 

The time when the schoolchild needs to have 
something gay done about the blackboard is when 


he stands up to it under the necessity of working - 


out a problem in long division, or of diagram- 
ming a sentence. What of the dark, depressing, 
uncomfortable and gloomy atmosphere which 
the blackboard presents at that moment? It is 
not the board’s blackness that appals, but its 
blankness. 

Let the Education Ministry design a board on 
which all pgoblems will work out smoothly and 
correctly—a. board which takes a warm and 
friendly’ attitude toward man, not that of a 
coldly objective interrogator—and we care not 
if it be dark as ebony, it will look as bright 
as dawn.

So Britain 
adopted free trade—arid free trade made 
Britain great. Some such movement has 
been long overdue in the United States 
whose self-interest, as Congress has yet to 
understand, lies overwhelmingly in main- 
taining or increasing exports rather than 
stifling imports. 

The trouble, at least until recently, was 
that businesses benefiting from exports 
were dispersed and indifferent, while those 
that were afraid of being hurt were con- 
centrated and ‘active. The tide seems to 
be turning. Take for example the remark- 
able declaration made last November by 
the Detroit Board of Commerce, which 
may someday be reckoned as a consider- 
able event in American history. 

The board came out flatly for free trade. 
It argued that the United States has 
reached the point where high tariffs do 
not serve the best interests of labor, con- 
sumers and industry. 


Business’s Favorable Response 


It derided the old fear that “cheap” for- 
eign labor will drive down American living 
standards; actually foreign labor is often 
expensive, not cheap; because it is much 
less productive, and on balance Detroit 
productivity is so great that many foreign 
producers would find it hard to compete 


even if we had no tariffs at all. :

N.B.A. to Rule 
On Bill Spivey’s 
Status as Pro} 


NEW YORK, April 16 (AP)— 
The fate of Bill Spivey as a pro- 
fessional basketbah player will 
be decided at a board of gover- 
nors meeting of the National Bas- 
ketball Association in Boston next 
week. 

Spivey, a former University of 
Kentucky star, was cleared of 
accusations growing out of the 
college “fix” scandals yesterday 
when a year-old perjury indict- 
ment against him was dismissed. 

President Maurice Podoloff of 
the N.B.A. said today the board 
of governors would take up the 
question of Spivey’s case at their 
meeting next Thursday. 

Spivey has been barnstorming | 
with a professional team since 
the indictment, so he no longer 
is eligible for collegiate athletics. 
However, he said in Lexington, 
Ky., that he hoped to return to 
the university for his degree. 

He said that when he was 
dropped from the university, of- 
ficials said the action would stand 
until the case was cleared. 

“My name now stands cleared,” 
he said. 

Vice President Leo Chamber- 
lain of the University of Kentucky 
said Spivey’s case will be “‘care- 
fully considered” if he seeks re- 
admission. 

Assistant District Attorney Vin- 
cent A. G. O’Connor told Gen- 
eral Sessions Judge Saul 8. 
Streit he no longer had a case 
against Spivey because one wit- 
ness was dead., another refused 
to testify and the remaining wit- 
nesses lacked credibility.

Fix IH Yourself

On Sizing Walls. 


IVE someone a new wall— 
made of plaster, plaster board 

or insulating board—and Le’ll 
begin to worry. He'll worry about 
what he or she should do to the 
wall before applying a finish of 
either paint or wallpaper, 

Well, if you’ve got some calci- 
mine you want to apply the first 
thing the wall needs is a coat of 
glue size. This reduces the possi- 
bility of uneven absorption and 
insures a good bond between the 


Wall surface and the calcimine. 


The same holds true if you wish 
to apply wallpaper. The wall has 
got to be coated with size first 
or the paste isn’t going to bond 
properly and that can cause a 
good deal of grief. 

If you wish to apply an oil 
paint to a new wall it's best not 
to use a flue size, although it is 
done. You are much better off 
using a wall primer and sealer or 
a varnish size. Either of these 
can be tinted with the paint you 
are going to use for the finish 
coat. 
The advantage of . tinting. the 
undercoat is that it helps insure 
one coat of the finish doing the 
job. If the undercoat is untinted
